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IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending July 14 was 
down 5 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 3 per cent 
from the corresponding 4 weeks of 1944, and for the first 
half of 1945 was 1 per cent below the same period last 
year, according to the New York Times business activity 
index. 


Bank Debits outside New York City were up 18 per cent 
in June from May, 12 per cent from June, 1944, and for 
the first 6 months of the year were 7 per cent above the 
same period last year. 

Industrial Production, as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index, was down 2 per cent in June from May, 
6 per cent from June, 1944, and 4 per cent for the first 
half of 1945, as compared with the same period last year. 

Electric Power Production was down 3 per cent in June 
from May but was fractionally above June, 1944, and for 
the first half of the year was down only fractionally from 
the same period last year. 

Steel Production dropped 5 per cent in June from May, 
5 per cent from June, 1944, and 4 per cent for the first 
half of the year, as compared with the same period last 
year. The steel industry operated at 87 per cent of ca- 
pacity in June, as compared with 92 per cent in May, a 
drop of 5 per cent in the operating rate. For the first 6 
months of the year, the rate of operation was 6 per cent 
below the same period last year. 

Retail Trade continued to expand through June. Sales 
of independent retailers in 34 states were up 2 per cent in 
June from May, 12 per cent from June, 1944, and for the 
first 6 months of 1945 were 9 per cent above the same 
period last year. Department store sales were up 3 per 
cent in June from May, 15 per cent from June, 1944, and 
13 per cent for the first 6 months of the year as compared 
with the same period last year.

Bank debits increased 23 per cent in June 
from May and 6 per cent for the year to date as 
compared with the same period last year. The total 
value of building permits increased 65 per cent in 
June from May but declined 53 per cent both from 
June, 1944, and for the first half of 1945 as com- 
pared with the same period in 1944, The steel in- 
dustry operating rate for June was 92 per cent of 
capacity. 

Manufacturing employment decreased 1 per cent 
in May from April. Pay rolls for manufacturing 
industries fell 6 per cent in May from April.

With the defeat of Germany and Japan, concern in the 
domestic economic scene shifts from the data on war pro- 
duction, manpower availability, and the like, to the data 
on current employment and unemployment trends. It is 
these latter items which will command attention in the 
difficult months ahead, for they will measure the extent of 
the nation’s success in returning smoothly to a civilian 
economy and in progressing toward the postwar goals of 
full employment. 

As a background for the anticipated fluctuations in 
employment and unemployment in Ohio in the future, 
selected measures of trends in these figures from the pre- 
war period to date are here summarized. 

The accompanying table and chart show total Ohio non- 
agricultural employment, “relative unemployment,” and 
placements by the U. S. Employment Service, 1939 to date. 
“Relative unemployment” is measured by the average 
weekly number of recipients of unemployment benefits, 
and by the number of new claims for unemployment com- 
pensation filed currently by those becoming unemployed, 
as reported by the Ohio Bureau of Unemployment Com- 
pensation. These figures are labeled “relative unemploy- 
ment” because they do not, of course, represent a full

ume of about 50,000 in 1939 and 1940 to an average of 
about 1500 in the months of 1944 and 1945, reaching an 
all-time low of only 931 in May, 1945. The number of 
new claims also decreased sharply, from about 30,000 per 
average month in 1939, to an average level of about 3,000 
per month in 1944 and 1945. 

Placements by the U. S. Employment Service in Ohio 
increased in volume by about 6 times from 1939 to 19465. 
When employment opportunities are expanding, place- 
ments in new jobs also move upward. The present figures, 
however, reflect not only the increased employment oppor- 
tunities, but the expansion in the services of the U. S. 
Employment Service and the handling of placements in 
war plants by the War Manpower Commission. 

Recent Changes.—From March through May, 1945, em- 
ployment fell off by about 40,000 persons. At the same 
time the average weekly number of benefit recipients and 
the new claims filed continued to decline, although small 
absolute increases in both of these figures occurred from 
May to June, after the surrender of Germany. The de- 
cline (or in the last month small increases), in benefit 
recipients and new claims in the face of a sizeable fall in 
employment is believed to be due to withdrawals from the

count of the number of unemployed. While the absolute 
figures are not the total of unemployment, they are con- 
sidered valid as an index of the relative changes in the 
number of unemployed. 

Wartime Changes.— The total increase in Ohio non- 
agricultural employment, from the 1939 average to the 
peak month of war employment (June, 1943) was 712,000, 
or about 50 per cent. From June, 1943, to May, 1945, 
employment declined by 277,000, or about 13 per cent. 
Over the war years when employment was showing such 
large increases, the average weekly number of benefit 
recipients declined sharply from an average monthly vol-

labor force by those who accepted emergency jobs during 
the war period. Of the 6,600 new claims filed in June, 
1945, for example, about 50 per cent were received in only 
two areas, Cleveland and Youngstown. 

It may be anticipated that when war contract cancella- 
tions following the Jap surrender reach large proportions 
in Ohio, and the number of people seeking jobs exceeds, 
for the time, at least, the number of jobs available, many 
of those who left employment in the earlier months of 
1945 and who did not then file claims will present those 
claims later.
